The new budget, if adopted, 
represents an increase of more 
than $1,000,000 over the current 
year’s total outlay for the dis- 
trict.

TO SERVE YOU BETTER 


Last weekend, the entire news staff of the 
Recorder went back to school to learn how better to serve you. 

At the annual Editors’ Conference at Stanford, sponsored by 
the California Newspaper Publishers Association, your local news- 
gatherers attended lectures and took part in panel discussions, all 
aimed at improving the job done by your local newspaper. 

One factor that received great stress in panel talks was the 
accuracy of your newspaper, and one important phase of accur- 
acy we wish to draw to your attention. 

Have you ever thought how difficult it is to tell what hap- 
pened in any occurrence? Every event is composed of a vast com- 
plex of facts, most of which are irrelevant, but many of which are 


essential to a complete narration. 


It may or may not be significant that a murderer was wear- 
ing a yellow necktie. It may or may not be significant that Mayor 
George S. Ford frowned before announcing a new city policy. 
It may or may not be significant that the temperature was 79 de- 
grees in the meeting hall when the school board established its | David, 6, and Peter, 41, and a sis-

All these facts are part of the context of a story. Yet it is 
manifestly impossible to relate them all, and to do so — if the 
facts are not significant — merely would cloud the picture. 

Thus a reporter must, in writing a news story 
facts that are important to an accurate portrayal of the event and 
must put them in their proper perspective. 
ers often will give two entirely different reports, and the question 
of which is more accurate will depend on which reporter has a 
more complete understanding of the context — of the background 


and the personalities involved. 


Sometimes, too, accuracy will be sacrificed by the desire of 
one reporter for a “hot” story, while another will sacrifice liveli- 


ness for the sake of accuracy. 


Both reporters may relate true facts. But their choice of facts 
and the perspective they give them can determine whether the 
story they offer is or is not a true and accurate narrative of the 


event. 


We on this newspaper are closer to the context of happenings 
in this community than anyone else. 
events of this area better, because it is our only field. 
with you and do not distract ourselves with happenings far afield. 

Thus, we believe that we, the news staff of the Menlo Park 
Recorder, should have a better yardstick for the choice of signifi- 

¢ant facts than anyone else, and we pledge to you that we shall 
try always to apply this yardstick as conscientiously as possible. 

As a corollary to this pledge, we promise, toc, never, insofar 
as we are able, to let our desire for a “hot” story lead us into warp- 
ihg the facts out of perspective. If our report occasionally lacks 
the excitement you find in a story printed elsewhere, we hope 
you can feel confident that ours is more accurate.

We need 
a community recreation building 
that will also serve as a teen-age 
center. A teen-age center is like- 
wise needed in Belle Haven. 

A fairly urgent project, in my 
opinion, is a crossing of the rail- 
road tracks about opposite Mid- 
dle avenue. This artery would 
link our administrative office 
building zone with El] Camino 
Real, and the eastern part of 
the city with the western. 

It would not be a route for 
through traffic; that would use 
the Willow-Sandhill link turning 
into Palo Alto past Nielson and 
the new telephone building, and 
would be constructed as a State 
highway. 

The Middle avenue crossing is 
needed for intra-city communica- 
tion, to relieve congested Ravens- 
wood avenue, and to provide an- 
other route for employees of our 
administrative office building zone 
to reach El Camino Real. If our 
ultimate development of this of- 
fice building zone is to relieve pro- 
perty cwners of a material por- 
tion of the property tax burden, 
it will have to be provided with 
adequate traffic arteries to per- 
mit the necessary growth. 

Another major capital improve- 
ment need is offstreet parking, 
both for commuters and in pan 
ness districts. It is obvious that 
as time goes on we must secure 
additional land to park commuters’ 
cars. It is equally obvious that ad- 
ditions to our offstreet parking 
plazas in the business district will 
be needed. 

The new parking plazas on the 
southerly side of Santa Cruz av- 
enue will alleviate the problem 
for the time being, but we 
should have a continuing pro- 
gram of offstreet parking. 

At the present time the use of 
special assessment districts means 
that land must be subjest to con- 
demnation. With a continuing 
source of revenue, individual par- 
cels of land could be negotiated, 
with the purchases to come from 
the most willing sellers. And 
sales tax proceeds could quite 
equitably be used to acquire off- 
street parking in the business ar- 
eas, whereas it would be inappro- 
priate to use general property tax- 
es for this purpose. 

Low on the list of priorities, but 
nevertheless an ultimate require- 
ment for the city, are a new city 
hall, police station, council cham- 
bers and other civic center ctruc- 
tures. Our present facilities are 
plain and still adequate. But in 
the long run these structures will 
have to be replaced and enlarged. 

More imminent, but not an im- 
mediate problem, is reconstruc- 
tion of our residential streets 
that have been put in according 
to our standard specifications 
and have been accepted by the 
city. 

Because most of our residential 
streets in this category are of rel- 
ativgly recent construction, we 
are not new faced by such costs. 
But some are now reaching the 
age of 25 years, and as gasoline 
tax money is not available for re- 
construction, the city must neces- 
sarily prepare itself financially 
for the ultimately formidable task.’ 

These, as I see it, are the de- 
mands upon the city for capital 
improvements which will have to 
be met from additional property 
taxes if a local sales tax is not pro- 
vided for the purpose.

Toward Expansion of Plant:

mum capacity as soon as possi- 

ble. 

“The only purpose in ‘construct- 
ing a hospital is to care: for the 
health needs of the citizetis,” Ger- 
fen’s report stated. “This should 
be our primary concept in discus- 
sing the need for more hospital 
beds. 

“While the hospital is construct- 
ed and operated to provide health 
facilities for the people, it like- 
wise contributes to the economic 
growth by providing employment 
and the purchase of supplies in 
the area.” 

GROWING NEED 

Gerfen’s report continued: 

“A thorough study was made of 
the available figures on the popu- 
lation of the district. As of this 
writing we can accurately. deter- 
mine that there are approximate: 
ly 130,000 persons residing within 
the district. We then projected 
the 1960 figures using two meth- 
ods. One prediction was made on 
the same rate or a_ sustained 
growth. as in the past. The-other 
method was gradual. reduction in 
the population growth. 

“We have tried to use a conserv- 
tive approach in order to hold the 
entire project to a reasonable dol- 
lar figure. By 1965 we predict a 
minimum population of the district 
of 175,350. ‘On-a sustained -growth, 
the population may reach 216,450,” 
the administrator added. 

“We reviewed the known’ ex- 
pansion plans of the other hos- 
pitals in the area. We did not in 
tegrate Community Hospital, 
which is a county hospital oper- 
ated for the care of indigent pa- 
tients. Our studies revealed that 
if all the hospitals in the area 
continue their, expansions it 
will not lessen the need for ad- 
ditional beds at Sequoia Hospi- 
tal. 

“In addition to the population 
figures, we made axwritten.survey 
of the members ‘of the medical 
staff. Of the 189 active and asso¢i- 
ate’ members, .137 replied | to our 
questionnaire. 

Ninety-two per cent stated in 
writing that at least’ 100 beds 
should be added to our hospital 
for patient use in 1959-60. Six: re- 
plied in thé negative and* five ex- 
pressed no opinion. ? 

“Bed needs: for: the population 
are determined on‘a rate per thou- 
sand. The State Department of 
Public Health has placed a ratio 
of 3.6 beds per thousand for the 
state. However, this is in relation- 
ship to* 'the “avérayé days’ -stay 
which is 6.4 days in California. 

“At Sequoia Hospital the aver- 
age days’ stay has been 5. Using 
this number of-days; we adjust 
the statewide rate from 3.6 to 2.8 
beds per thousand: of our area,” 
the report said. = 
SPECIFIC NEED 

“On this basis, we need mini- 
mum additional beds at the pre- 
sent time of 68 to 76. In 1960 we 
will need 135 to 164. In 1965 we 
will need between 178 and 270 ad- 
ditional beds. 

“The recommendations that we 
have made are based onthe re- 
duced rate of growth for.the year, 
1965. Of the beds recommended, 10 
would be in maternity, 77 in surgi- 
cal and 91 in medical. _. 

“Your particular attention is 
called to the fact that no discus-. 
sion has been held with our archi- 
tects as to the possibility of adding 
this number of beds. Our recom: 
mendations are therefore that the 
maximum number, whatever the 
total may be, be added but no 
more than 178. 

“Tf our recommendations are 
favorably considered, we will have 
162 beds for medical cases, 156 for 
surgical cases and 37 for maternity 
cases for an adult total of 355. In 
addifion there will be 38 cribs 
available for children. Our present 
nursery can aceommodate 42 bas- 
sinets.
